27 (d) The Board shall waive the requirement for successful completion of an
28 approved nursing assistant training program under subsection (c) of this section for
29 any applicant who applies for certification under this subtitle by July 1, 2002 and
30 submits evidence satisfactory to the Board that the applicant:

31 (1) Holds current registration in good standing as a geriatric nursing
32 assistant in accordance with regulations adopted by the Department under 8
33 19-308.1 of the Health - General Article; or

34 (2 In thelast 2 years has practiced for at least 1,000 hoursasanursing

it for an additiona term, if the certificate holder:

Q) 8 hours of active nursing assistant practice within the 1-year

IN ADDITION TO THE REQUIREMENTS IN SUBSECTION (C)(1), (2), AND (3) OF

THIS SECTION, A SKILLED NURSING ASSISTANT SHALL:

(1) PROVIDE SATISFACTORY EVIDENCE OF COMPLETION OF 1,000 HOURS

OF PRACTICE ASA SKILLED NURSING ASSISTANT WITHIN THE INDIVIDUAL'S
SPECIFIC CATEGORY OF NURSING ASSISTANT, IN THE 2-YEAR PERIOD PRECEDING
THE DATE OF RENEWAL; AND

2 SUCCESSFULLY COMPLETE A BOARD-APPROVED REFRESHER

COURSE WITHIN THE INDIVIDUAL'S SPECIFIC CATEGORY OF NURSING ASSISTANT.
